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Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election without traverse of species (a), drawn to Figure 1 , in the reply 
filed on 27 March 2007 is acknowledged. 

2. Claims 3-7, 9, 12-16, and 18 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant 
to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 27 
March 2007. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
description: M1, M2. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d), or 
amendment to the specification to add the reference character(s) in the description in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(b) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of 
an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d).

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Specification

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1Q2 that 
form the basis for the rejections- under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless ^ 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

7. Claims 1 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated 
by Shiba (JP 02071084). A front wheel having greater strength and weight than a rear 
wheel inherently has greater rigidity. The wheels may be a disk wheel having a disk and 



rim. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill In the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 2, 8, 11, and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Shiba (JP 02071084). Shiba does not specify that the disk and/or rim 
of the front wheel has a greater thickness than that of the rear wheel. However, it is well 
known in the art that one way to cause one wheel to be heavier or more rigid than 
another wheel is to increase the thickness of that wheel. Therefore, it would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to form the front 
wheel of Shiba with a greater thickness than the rear wheel, dependent upon the 
handling characteristics (i.e. cornering, braking, etc.) required. 

Shiba does not disclose the exact ratio of the difference in rigidity between the 
front and rear wheels. However, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art at the time of the invention to give the front wheel of Shiba a rigidity 1 0-60% 
greater than that of the rear wheel, dependent upon the handling characteristics (i.e. 
cornering, braking, etc.) required.
